Representation According to Party Interests. 

The distribution of seats in the Legislature 
should be based on the idea of giving equal elect: | 
oral power to people in all parts of the Province. 
To mark out constituencies so that each would 
contain the same number of voters is the ideal 
that should be kept in mind in making the polit- 
ical map. To ignore that principle is to give peo- 
ple in one district a share in the governing power 
disproportiondte to their number, at the expense 
@f giving less than their proper share to people 
in another part. 

It is net possible to carry that ideal into com- 
plete effect. The distribution of population must 
also be taken into account. There is a limit to the 
number of square miles of country that a mem- 
ber can properly represent, especially when the 
country is one where railways are few and roads 
indifferent. Attention has always been paid, in 
this and other parts of Canada, to the geagraph- 
ical factor in the problem. It is admittedly unfair 
that people located in a pioneer distriet should 
he denied effective representation by including 
them in a constituency so large that their member 
could not know their. conditions and require- 
ments. 

The gerrymander at Medicine Hat sets at de- 
fiance both the question of population and that 
of geography. The new riding of Cypress Hills is 
small in comparison, say, with that of Peace} 
River riding. The people in this northern con- 
stituency have thus a distinct and important 
grievance. If any constituency should be chopped 
§nto two, they may fairly claim thet Peace River 
is the one. The votes of six Peace River pioneers 
are given only the electing power of the vote of 
one elector in Cypress Hills. 

This discrimination is not based upon any 
principle which ought to have a place in the allo- 
cation of members of a parliament. The principle 
—such as it is—which underlies the deal is re- 
presentation according to party interests. It was} 
deemed expedient to make a safe seat for the 
minister of Education, regardless of population | 


and geography; hence, a line is drawn about a} 
relatively small area containing less than a 
thousand voters, and to these is given a voice in 
the government of the Province equal to that of 
the six thousand voters who reside in the vast 
region comprised within the boundaries of Peace 
River.
